The re- 
sult is in accordance with that we know of 
tne mean aze of the deceased in the same 
countries. 

Is great longevity increasing or diminish- 
ing for the same number of inhabitants? We 
have information on the subject only for 
France. If we take two periods suficiently 
distant from each other to ailow a change of 
any importance to be produced, we find in 
the fourteen years of the period 1824-37 «4 
mean annual number of deaths among cente- 
narians of 152, or 1 to 217,105 inhabitants. 
| In the eight years of the period 1555-60, we 
only find a mean annual nuwber of eleven 
centenarian deaths in a population that has 
increasedtwenty percent. Butif great ages 
appear to have iaintoned the mean life has 
very sensibly increased, a result much more 
favorable. A certain number of centena- 
rians have made known their regimen. Not- 
withstanding some very rare examples to the 
contrary, we must place in the ftirst rank 
temperance, sobriety and regular habits; 
then come bereditary, relative comfort, the 
absence of strong and pregnant euiviiod, as 
far as possible a country life, and finally a 
healthy and quiet callirg. 


Persecuted Jews. 
New York Special to Chicago Times. 

Among the eighteen Jewish refugees from 
Russia, who arrived at Castle Garden on 
Friday are two men named respectively Dt- 
amont ad Aronstein, who were found at 
Castle Garden to-day by a World reporter. 
Aropstein said: “In April jast the people 
became so roused against us that It was ii- 
possible te contro) them without an actial 
attack bv the soldiery and the poke e. The 
commander at Kief saw that uniess be sub- 
mitied totbe people the riot would invoive 
the Russians as Well as the Jews, aud tuat the 
people must be allower to rob us unless sone 
of them were killed. He addressed the peo- 
ple andtbe soldiers, asking thut quiet be 


kept, but at the same time acknowledyving 
his inability to preserve order. 
The consequence Was that we 
were uttacked with impunity. 


The soldiers were in the town, but thev either 
remained indifferent or actually assisted in 
the opywession. In and around heif there 
were tweaty thousand Jews. These lost 
evervthing. Mr. Diamont, here, was a large 
merchant, dealing chieily in sugarand tea, 
and was considered a wealthy man. Now he 
has nothing—hardly a cent. I, too, wasin 
business, and I have losteverything. We 
come to America to begin life again, but on 
harder terms than when we first started. The 
26th and 27th of April were the worst days 
for us. We had been driven out of our 
homes; our goods bad all beea stolen; what 
could not be taken were destroved: furniture 
was broken or burned: our food was taken 
away, and we were forced to hide for our 


lives. -Those two davs I lived ina 
cellar. Mr. Diamont was with us. 
We had nothing to ext or  ~<drink 


and we did not dare togo out. Our greatest 
fear Was for our young ones. We did not 
dare to Jet our hiding-pviace be known, and 
we remained inthe cellar, hungry andthirsty. 
We were in hiding for fifty-two hours. In 
this time overything was destroyed. There 
Was notbing more to steal, and the people 
had grown quiet; so we ventured to leave the 


cellar in order not to starve to death. Dut 
even then we could not all get bread. We 


cot Water and sustained ourseives. Then we 
formed a sort of encampment. We inade 
tents when we could, and those who could not 
lived as they might. We still suffered from 
hunger, and many grew Very ill. Finaliy tne 
Sisters of Charity took pity on us and xave us 
food. They brought many Wazon-loads of 
bread to our little camp, and each one received 
alittle slice. This saved our lives, but bardiy 
relieve i our misery. Afterthis was overthose 
of us Who could do so went int» Germany. 
We were allowed to go without moiestution. 
In Berlin many of us were received into hos- 
pitals. i was ill in a hospital! for two weeks, 
andso were others of.our party. During the 
riots at Kicffimany families were separated, 
but when quiet came they found each other 
again, 1nd | do not think any were missing. 
No lives were lost, the object of the rioters 
being plunder. They were jealous of us. We 
were more industrious and more successful 
thanthe otber classes of the people, and 
they hated us on that account. They con- 
tinue to hate us, and those of us who have 
not already left Russia will have to do so. In 
the rural districts some Jews who own land 
will be allowed to remain, but these 
very few.’

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GREENWOOD’S ESCAPE. 


Anchored in Niagara River Upon the 
Brink of the Falls. 


F:iom the Boston Transcript. 


In rambling about this part of the country 
I was curious enoughto hunt up the three 
men who were s0 nearly swept over the falls 
a week or soago. I was particularly inter- 
ested in Greenwood, for he was the one who 
spenta whole nightin his open boat with 
nothing but a small anchor and a small rope 
between him and the falls. John Greenwood 
and the two Lehmansg, father and son, started 
in two. small boats ;to cross the river from 
Chippewa, whicbis only a short distaace 
above the falls to the American side, to visit 
some friends. Their visit was made, 2nd just 
as darkness was setting in they launcied their 
boats on the return voyage at a spot hardly 4 
mile above the falls, and only a half mile from 
where the terrible suction of the rapids be- 


gins. One of those demp, = thick 
fogs, due chiefly, I think, to 
the spray of the cataract being driven 


up streain by astrong wind, suddenly en- 
veloped the two boats, and the occupants,.p- 
palled atthe sudden predicament which they 
found themselves in, lost theirreckoniny, anil 
knew not which way to steer for the nerr- 
estshore. Their cries for help brought out 
the town, and as tbe boats: were gradua ly 
diifting within reach of the roar of the catar- 
act and out of reach of the human voice, the 
town beli Was rung iv order to attract the at- 
tention ofthe men and direct which way t») 
steer. There was the most intense excite- 
ment, and people lined the river banks,peer- 
ingintothe impenetrable fog in the hope of 
cutching agiimpse of the imperiled men. 
Krom the cries which came out of the dark- 
ness it Was evident that the boats Were near- 
ing the fails, and were coming within the in- 
fluence of the rapids—-the jiong arms of tiv 
cdevil-fish, as it were, Whica drag the vietiimn 
to his death. Their occupants rowed for life, 
and at the last moment a friendly eddv caught 
the Lebmans’ craft and brought it within 
eusy reach of the shore, which the two men 
jiost no time in gaining. 

Of his own exverivcace Greenwood said: ‘I 


pulled with ali my strengta toward the 
shore When Lheard ti: vell, and so did the 
Lebmans. Llwas further out in the river 
thanthey, and seemed to catch more’of tle 


current, and this soon dragged me out of all 
sound of my companions. Ail 1 could bear 
Was the horrible rour of the falls and an oc- 
easiona! peal of the beli. | was driven half 
mad, and once [thought of ieaping overb ard 
apd swimming straight for that tourribly fas- 
cinating roar. I must have been completely 
out of my mind for about a minute. My rea- 
sop returned as sudderlyas it bad left m: 
and | caught myseif with one if 


hand on the 
eunwale in the ver; of preparing to go 
overbourd. Thenl bevan to have a elimmer- 
ing of hope as another «nd louder peal of the 
town beli struck my exr. Lthougut how far 
away the falls were (hulf a mile at the fur- 
thest), und how pear the slore 
Was, and as I remembered how eclose = 1 
came 10 golbg OV: rhoard, ihe perspira- 
10D stood out on my face and 
neck @s big as pearis. 1 was pulling lusti'y 
for the bell When One oar snapped an 
blade became useless. I could feel the w s 
straining at the bottom of the boat, as if thev 
took a human delight in urging us toward 
the falis. Suddenly Lthought of the little 
abcherin tbe bow, and crawling forward | 
pulled it out, carefuily exaniuning the knot 
With Which it Was fastened to the rope, and 
then the knot Waoich bound the rope to the 
boat. The rope was littie larger than a 
clothes-iine, and the anchor was a poor af- 
fair, but they were my only hope. If the 
piece of irov only cnught in some of the rocks 
as We drifted toward the falls, (he rope might 
hold the boat {n one position t.:) Caylight and 
help shou'd arrive. The anchor flukes bit 
fist one piece of rock, then nnother, without 
tuking firm hold, and I began totaink again 
of the terrible roar, Whicu Was now becomiag 
mo:e and more distinct, When all of a sudden 
the rope stretched out with a snap that 
broucht up the boat with a shock, and we 
Were fast anchored in the rapids. Wouldthe 
rope bola? 

“IT can tell you that I prayed that it would. 
I got awav forward and Kept carefully exam- 
ining itasfar out as I coultd reach, for I 
thoucht of one strand parting and then an- 
other, and the plunge over the falls into eter- 
nity. Il shrank back every time that my anx- 
iety urged me to examine the rope, and each 
time my fingers began their work my heart 
was like lead. for’surely, L said, they will tind 
a broken strand this time. Then, as inch by 
inch they went over the rove, traveling be- 
yond the gunwale an arm’s length, and find- 
ing nothing, my heart begun to lighten. And 
when, With my arm stretched to its furthest, 
my finger-tips assured me tbat the rope was 
whole, I shouted with joy. The rope might 
have been parting under water ali that 
time for aught I knew, but I knew nothing of 
that poition of it,and cured nothing. lt wasouly 
that part that I couid feel, perhaps two feet 
and a half altogether, that I was concerned 
about. If it broke, it must break somewhere 
in that smali stretch, and I quivered like a 
leaf whenever | examined it. And so the 
long night Wore away, I praying, examining 
my rope, ard shoutipy till Iwas hoarse. | 
think I must dave grown old a hundred vears 
inthattime. My joints fecl stiff now, my 
mind seems dazed,ind it wil! be weeks before 
| recover from the effect of the terrible strain 
On. my nerves. Greenwood’s boat proved 
to be anchored much nearer the shore than 
he hed any idea of, and he was rescued with- 
Outmuch difficu'ty by the townspeople the 
following morning. Money, he savs, wil! 
never hire him to cross the river above Nis- 
cara Falls in an opcn boat again.

ALL ABOUT A OLOCK, 


Remarkable Red-Tape Policy of the 
British War Office. 
From a Londen Letter. 

A funny story is going the rounds il!ustra- 
tive of the red-tape poticy obtaining in mili- 
tary circles. Itis such an anecdote as would 
bave delighted poor Charlies Dickens, and 
seyves to remind us that his account of the 
Circumilocution Office, with its *thow-not-to- 
do-it”? tactics, Was not so overdrawn after all. 

A cuard-reom clock at Aldershot suddenly 
took it inte its hesd to stop ticking, and a re- 
quisiticn forits repair was sent to the Bara 
rack-moeaster, Who passedit onto the Ord- 
nance Storekeeper, trom whom it went, tirst 
tothe Quartermaster General,and then to the 


. General comipanding, who forwarded it to the 


horse guards, Whence it was reiegated to the 
War Office, where, after two orthree weeks’ 
deluy, the required repairs were authorized. 
But before this decision Was conveyed to 
the campa question arose as tounder what 
veotethe expense—estimated under $2—was 
to be charged, each department positively 
declining to be responsible for the amount. 
The guestion was finally referred to the 
Jreszsury, imvolving animyortant constitu- 
tional principle, and, after a further delay of 
three months, it Was settled that the Barrack 
Department should bear the expense. But 
this was notan end ofthe all-important ques- 
tion... The correspondence was transferred 
to Aldershot, and after a few weeks a requi- 
sition*for trausport was addressed to the 
commending ollicer of the military train, who 
sent a four-borse ammunition Wagon, under 
the escort of « sergeant and eight soldiers, to 
fetcb rhe clock, Which, however, it turned 
out, bad been removed, soon after the orig- 
inal requisition had been sentin, by some 
meddling ignoramus totally devoid of appre- 
ciation for official routine. 

Tne correspondence over this precious 
clock had lasted eight months, and it is eal- 
culatec that the postuge stamps and station- 
erv, etc., alone used over the affair would 
have paid for ten new clocks; while, reckon- 
ing tue time of the officials emploved over 
the mutter as worth their usual rates of pay, 
it would bave been a saving to the country 
hud the Aldershot authorities erected a fac- 
tory on purpose to repair the offending time- 
piece. All this reads like one of Mark 
f'wain’s exuberant bursts of fancy, ora ieaf 
out of one of Charles Dickens’ novels, high- 
ly exayverated; but it is all sober fact; and 
such idiotic performances on the part of 
eyown inen may well make Englishmen won- 
der how the British military organization 
would stand the sudden strain put upon it by 
a foreign invasion. Already -the bitterly- 
leurned ae of the Crimea seem in dan- 
ver of Lbelbe forgotten.

ln Mrs. MecLean’s parlor Grant and Lee 
inet to ayzree upoutheterms of surrender. 
The house is atwo-story brick structure,

The demand for 
fine stones is increasing, and for stones 


finer cut than itis generally possible to ob- 
tuin in Europe. Many diamonds brought to 
America are not cutin prismatic proportion 
and have to be eutover by American work- 
mento bring out their real beautv. A dia- 
mond has thirty-six facets on top and twenty- 
four facets below.

from the purchaser, as no fixed price can be 
stated. As a diamond loses nine-twentieths 
of its weight in cutting the vaiue of arouch 
diamond mav be calculated per carat as one- 
balf the estimate mentioned. Diamonds im- 
perfect or thin are usuallv reduced to powder 
or utilized in tools for drilling purposes. 
Three carat stones often bring 3900. 

“T have frequentiv paid S300 a carat for 
something fine,” said a Broadway diamond 
merehant recently to a Tribune reporter. 
‘*Diamonds are like horses, there’s no mar- 
ket value forthem. No dealer ever sold a 
vood gem cheap. In war times you micht 
pick up a diamond a trifle cheaper than now, 
butto-day if vou wanta good diamond vou 
must pay a good price forit. You may buy 
a one-carat diamond for #100, but it will be 
nothing extra, no gem.” 

‘‘Are there more diamonds worn now than 
ever before in this country?” 

‘*]} should say so, most decidedly. I have 
beeu in the business over thirty years and I 
never knew sucha rage forthe stone as ex- 
ists to-day.

In the examination of pilots last year the 
United States Marine Hospital Service is re- 
ported to have found very nearly three per 
cent unable to distinguish colors. If this 
vruportion really exists it is very strange; 
first, that more accidents do not occur, the 
movement of boats depending to a very great 
extent on the ability of the pilots to tell rea 
from green, and second, that one meets so 
few people in the world who betray an 


inability to distinguish at t!east' = the 
primary colors. Certain shades of green 
and biue are, of course hard _ to 


assion to their properclass. These colors 
merge into one another by almost imper- 
ceptible|shades, and the disputes as to Wheth- 
er a shade close to the dividing line is 
green or blue mav arise from simply from 
difference of opinion as to where that line 
should be drawn. But eases of real color 
blindness—inability to distinguish the prim- 
ary colors, or the latter from the widely dif- 
ferent secondary colors—seem to be very rare. 
Perhaps tbe tests employed in the examina- 
tion of pilots and engineers are themselves 
misleading. A pilot entirely capable of do- 
ing his work might consider a red light blue, 
and. green light white, so far as names are 
concerned, ifthe red and green lights always 
made the same impressions upon his eye and 
brain, and he understood clearly and correctly 
which warked *“‘port”’ and which “starboard.’’ 
Something more than statistics is needed to 
convince an observant man that 2 percent. of 
pilets, anc presumablv of other people, are 
really color blind.

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MISSING EVIDENCE. 


How the Pistol Found on Alfred 
Hatch’s Body Passed Out of 
Official Hands.

Mrs. Hatch the Only Person Who Can 
Tell Where It Is, 


The case of Michael J. Reilly, charged with 
the murder of Alfred C. Hatch, was called 
in the Criminal Court to-day, when five at- 
torneys stepped up to the bar, ex-Judge 
Wm. C. Jones, Joseph G. Lodge and Chas. 


F. Joy appearing for the de- 
fense, and Assistant Circuit — At- 
torney Noonan and Mr. Ferris‘ for 


the State. Judge Jones stated that a continu- 
ance was desired by both sides. Judge 
Lauchlin said a jury had been summoned 
for to-day, asthe case had been specially set 
iast July for September1+. The attorneys 
argued that the case might be continued and 
the jurors discharged untt] next week, when 
they could be bad without the 
extra expense of summoning them again. 
This was agreed to and the case went over to 
November. Such were the facts as presented 
tothe court. The true inwardness of the 
continuance is that the State has encountered 
creat difficulty in getting the case into a pre- 
ventable shape and want more time to do 
the work. The defense’ is alaways 
ready for a continuance notwithstanding the 
fact that Judges Jones mantains that the 
case will be thrown out of court by Judge 
Laughlin when the facts and law are present- 
edtuhim. Just what thejdifficulties are that 


the attorneys for the prosecution 
have met with they refuse to 
state, and say that they were not 


reudy to go into the case. Among the rumors 
circulating about the case is that the pistol 
which was on the person of Hatch when 
killed has left official hands, while 1t might 
play averyimportant partin the vase When 
it comes to trial. Assistant Circuit Attornev 
Noonan was tirstasked about the matter. 

“The continuance is agreed toby both State 
and defense. It will give Us more time to pre- 
pare the case.” 

“Do you know anything about the pistol 
that was found on Hatch’s body?” 

“Ob, [know nothing about it more than 
that itis notin the hands of the Sheriff or 
Coroner. When I made inquiries I was told 
that it had been turned over to Mrs. Hatch, 
who asked forit as her husband’s adminis- 
tratrix.”’ 

“Do vou think the State wiil need this 
weapon when the case comes to trial?’ 

‘‘it’s impossible to say; it might be re- 
quired and might be very necesaary:; as yet I 
can’t sav.’? 

Mr. Ferris, who is assisting in the prose- 
cution, Was next seen. 

‘-! do not know about the pistol. Mr. Chris- 
tian, Whoisin the case for the State may be 
abletotell you about it.” 

‘*Will it be used by the State?” 

“It may be a very important piece of evi- 
dence. The pistol was a very small one, and 
ifit wasso short that it would fall intoa 
horizonal position under the bandkerchief 
this would conflict with the testimony to the 
effect that he had his hand 
on the handle at the time 
he was hilled. I believe it was a very small 
weapon, and do not know anything about how 
it was loaded. Itwill depend on how much 
of the private relations of Reiilv, Mrs. Hatch 
and Hatchc¢an be brought out incouri. A 
couspiracy might be shown.’’ 

Judge Jones was next questioned. He did 
not know what had become of the pisto!. He 
never saw it. 

Mr. Charles F. Joy knew nothing about it. 
He was the first attorney in the case, and 
said he saw the pistol in the hands of the 
Coroner, but bad not seen it since.” 


No information of the whereabouts of 
this piece of evidence could be ob- 
tained from. the attorneys. The Coro- 


ner’s cftice was visited and it was ascer- 
tained that the revolver was taken from that 
ofticer by Mrs, Hatch. The $250 and jewelry 
and clothing owned by Hatea were turned 
over and signed, for under this was the fol- 
lowing special entry: ‘'l revolver, Lucy 
Hatch.” The other receipts were endorsed 
“administrator” and ‘‘administratrix.” This 
was not signed inthat way. If Mrs. Hatch 
vas not udministratrix at the time she ob- 
tained possession of the revolver she had no 
right to get it and the receipt is no 
proof that she was, though she claimed such 
was the case. Apparently the revolver was 
londed with genuine cartridges, but whether 
they wouldexplode or not is not known. 
Some of the parties stated that the pistol was 
given to Reilly by Mrs. Hatch, who had 
reason to fear there would be trouble. Thesé 
are tbe reasons the weapon is now wanted by 
the State and should be had in the ‘condition 
5 ee in when taken from Hatch’s dead 
Oday.

ALITTLE LAX. 


The Loose Way Some Notaries Have of 
Doing Business. 

The reductionin the number of notaries 
does not seemto have made the business 
extraordinarily profitable to the individuals 
engagedinit. Strange stories are told of 
strifes after patronave, and the competition 
bas grown so greatthat itis said a number 
of the favored one hundred have departed a 
little from the strict lettcrofthe law regu- 
lating the exercise of their 
Two or three lawyers have re- 
cently been consulted by larse business 
houses in regard to the validity of afiiiavits 
furnished them in large numbers by notaries 
who have merely affixed their signature and 
seal, leaving blank spaces to be tilled in at 
hisown sweet leisure hours bv the person 
making the affidavit. These aflidavits, which 
are absolutely worthless as far as the force of 
the oath goes, are sold at a reduced rate, and 
it is thus made appear to be to the interest of 
the merchant to buy bis affidavits in a bunch 
—say atthe rate of twofor2d cents. ‘The 
law requires that the oath be paadein tha 
presence of the Notary, Wwbe™ a fee of 59 cents 
Is cuarged, bub Pv many houses it is recog- 
nized as entirely too troublesome to drag 
every country customer before a notary when 
it is necessary for him to swear to his finan- 
cial standing, and therefore these blank affi- 
davits are in demand in some quarters. They 
are convenient forthe merchants, and they 
make the notarial business brisk, for the 

resent, atleast. In some cases these afli- 
davits are sold by the notaries, who are igno- 
rant of the requirements of the law. 

It is feared that this loose way of doing 
business may even extend to real estate tran- 
sactions and that blank acknowledgments may 
heard from in the future. No real estate 
men know anything about any notarial errors 
or eccentricities in connection with their busi- 
ness, and all say they hope no such laxness 
will result, as it would seriously impair titles 
to property.

Heaith Commissioner Francis says the man 
who wrote tothe PostT-DISPATCH so know- 
ingly about small-pox in the vicinity of Jef- 
ferson avenue and Biddle street and the Carr 
Lane School isa fool. Net only that, but Mr. 
Francis pretixes a compound qutlitication to 
¢he assertion intended to intensify the force 


of it. 

‘-There is a good deal of excitement up in 
that locality,”? Mr. Francis says, ‘‘and it is 
possible to hear just such rumors as this cor- 
respondent—I don’t know who he is—refers 
to: but there isn*t a case of the disease there.
